Pittsburg, Pa., February !3.—An al- 
leged attempt to corrupt the entire 
panel of jufors who are to try the 
councilmanic grat cases that are set 
for next Tuesday resulted tonight in 
the arrest of two men. Charges of 
embracery and conspiracy to corrupt 
jurors were lodged against seven or 
eight others. 

Charles Colbert, said to be one of 
‘the leaders in the alleged attempt to 
fix the jury, was arrested at his home 
in Tarentum, Pa., and a -short time 
later his brother, John Colbert, was 
also arrested. The other men against 
whom fnformations were made are ex- 
pected to be apprehended soon. 

The cases listed for trial next Tues- 
day are those of W. W. Ramsey, 
former president of the German Na- 
tional bank, of this city; A. A. Vilsack, 
former cashier of the institution, and 
Jonh F. Klein, a common councilman. 
The men are charged jointly with con- 
spiracy and indicted separately on 
several charges of misdemeanor, there 
being nine cases in all. 

The cases are those arising from the 
alleged bribing of Klein by Ramsey 
and Vilscock in connection with the 
ordinance that was pending relating 
to the city depositories. 

George Waggoner, chief of the coun- 
ty detectives, declined to say which 
defendant, if any, was suspected of 
the efort to fix the jurors.

Defendant in the Divorce Suit

St, -Louls, February !3.—Mrs. Lemp 
will not receive a gross sum in alimony, 
even if she is granted a divorce from 
William J. Lemp, Jr. 

Judge Hitchcock made this announce- 
ment to her attorneys, who were plead- 
ing for an order of court that the books 
of the brewing company ‘be brought in 
to determine the exact emouwnt of Mr.

Lemp was Mollie Edwards, who for- 
merly lived in St. Louis, but now lives 
in New York. She testified that Pearl 
Ritchey never lived at her house. 

‘T have known Mr. Lemp sixteen or 
seventeen years,’”’ she said, “and he pos- 
itively never was in my house after his 
marriage.” 

Testimony contradictory of other wit- 
nesses for the plaintiff concerning 
Lemp’s alleged midnight visits was 
given and then the cross-complainant 
was called. 

In an even, dispassionate manner Lemp 
flatly contradicted the* sworn state- 
ments of his wife regarding the signing 
of the second ante-nuptial agreement 
and he also denied her testimony that 
he had struck her, knocked her down- 
stairs or otherwise abused her. 


NUMBER OF THE INSANE 
INCREASING IN ALASKA 


Reason Is Extreme Cold and 
Isolation From Civ- 
ilization. 


Washington, February !3.—The prob- 
lem of dealing with the rapidly-increas- 
ing Alaskan insane has again been 
presented to congress. 

Secretary Garfield, of the department 
of the interior, has requested an addi- 
tional appropriation of $75,000 to be 
made available because practically all 
of the money provided for contract 
obligation has already been expended. 
The Alaska insane, under contract, are 
now being cared for by a sanitarium at 
Portland, Oregon, at a cost to the gov- 
ernment of $348 a year per capita. 

Secretary Garfield has reported to con- 
gress that the number of insane from 
Alaska is increasing constantly, ana 
the reason advanced is the extreme cold 
and the isolation from civilization of 
many of the inhabitants of that terri- 
tory. There is no place in Alaska 
where the Jnsane may be cared for. 


College Boys Turn Switch. 


East Lansing, Mich., February 18.—En- 
dangering the lives of a carload of young 
people last night by spiking a switch on a 
down grade on the College line, a gang of 
students at Michigan Agricultural college 
have laid themselvas open to serious prose- 
cution. More than 200 sophomores and seniors 
turned out last night, and as a culmination 
of their pranks, spiked a switch on the line 
over which was to pass a car carrying mer- 
rymakers home from the hop.

CITY FINANCES | 


ARE LOOKED INTO 


Appropriation- Made for 
Piedmont Hotel. 


Edgewood’s Debts Come Up for 
an Airing — Special Appro- 
priations Are Made — Some 
Held Up and Others Turned 
Down. 


The finarice committee of the general 
council at a meeting yesterday morm- 
ing adopted a resolution to appropriate 
$4,500 to be expended in making 
changes in the Piedmont hotel because 
of the change in the grade of Forsyth 
street. The amount asked for by the 
street committee was $5,1000, which in- 
cluded $700 asked for by the lessees of 
the hotel as compensation for extra ex- 
penses incurred while the changes in 
the hotel were being made. It was 
the sense of the committee that the bal- 
ance of $700 would be paid when the 
hotel lessees submitted later an item- 


ized statement of the actual exipenseg 
incurred. 


The finance committee considered sev- 
eral other important matters in regard 
to special appropriations and the in- 
come from the new ninth ward. 

It was shown by statements from the 
city comptroller and tax assessods that 
the revenue to be derived from the ninth 
ward has been Overestimated. It was 
also shown that the ninth ward had 
debts to the amount of several thousand 
dollars which had to be paid. Ome re- 
markable thing about the finances of 
the ninth ward, or Edgewood, was that 
the town had a bonded indebtedness of 
$25,000, which Atlanta had assumed, and 
there was no Sinking fund on hand. 
What sinking fund there had been was 
Invested in an _ electric light plant, 
which was said to be against the state 
law. 

A Deficit is Shown. 

Chairman Amorous of the committee 
estimated that on account of the debts 
inourred in anneximg Edgewood, and 
because of the special appropriation 
there was a deficit of $25,153. When 
there wags added to this the appropria- 
tion of $4,500 for the Piedmont hote) 
the deficit would be nearly $30,000. 

In making the appropriation of $4,500 
it was agreed to take the amount tem- 
porarily from the street department. 
Alderman John W. Grant stated he 
would guarantee that the $4,500 would 
be in sight. when the June apportion- 
ment sheet was made up, as he believed 
more than that amount would be avail- 
able over and above the present esti- 
mated receipts for the year. 

The committee in considering resolu- 
tions for extra appropriations decided 
to hold up the matter of $2,500 to in- 
crease teachers’ salaries to appropriate 
$500 for the Elks’ state len sat an im 
May; to appropriate $500 to pay. the 
expenses of the firemen’s drum corps in 
attending the inauguration of Presiden?- 
elect Taft at Washington; to turn down 
an appropriation of $200 for the King’s 
Daughters’ convention in May, and to 
appropriate $500 of the $1,000 asked for 
by the charter revision committee. 

In the discussion about the appropria- 
tion for the firemen’s drum corps, Mary- 
Or Maddox stated he believed that to 
have Atlanta well represented at the 
inauguration of Judge Taft would do a 
Sreat deal to advertise the city. He 
said that Judge Taft’s visit to Atlanta 
and the ‘possum supper had brought 
Atlanta into world-wide notice. At- 
lanta, he said, was making every ef- 
fort to show that it was an educational 
center, 

In regard to the appropriation for the 
King’s Daughters’ convention the mayor 
Said that he did not think female con- 
ventions of much advantage to a city in 
an advertising way. 

About Edgewood’s Debts. 

When the debts of Edgewood were 
considered, Chairman Amoroug stated 
that there would be a deficit of $8,760 
because of an overestimate in that 
town’s taxable values, and that the 
actual debts of the town to be met 
would be over $8000. It was stated, 
however, that something like $7,000 
could be realized from the sale of the 
Edgewood electric light plant, not count- 
ing that part of the plant which can 
be used by the waterworks department. 

The tax assessors stated that the in- 
creased taxable values of real estate in 
the old city Nmits would be between 
two and three million dollars. 

Judge Candler stated that he believed 
all of Edgewood’s debts would be cov- 
eh by the property turned over to the 
city. 

During the discussion the Grady hos- 
pital was incidentally brought up, and 
Chairman Amorous stated that the hose 
pital was now paying out $160 a month 
over and above the appropriation. Al- 
derman Grant said he believed that the 
employment of a good business superin- 
tendent would save considerable money. 

No Braneh Library This Year. . 

The committee virtually agreed not to 
establish a branch Carnegie library in 
the fifth ward this year, because of a 
lack of funds, and it is probable that 
the library lot will be sold. 

Alderman Candler called attention to 
section 498, of the city code, which 
prohibits city departments from trane- 
ferring the money appropriated for one 
purpose to another. Alderman Pome- 
roy said that he had introduced a reso- 
lution in council to stop such a practice. 

All of these matters were considered 
in executive session, but the enwspaper 
reporters were allowed to remain, 
Chairman Amorous, who gained some 
notoriety a short while ago by calling 
a secret meeting of council, making a 
very epecial request that the reporters 
not be put out of the room. It was on 
Anderman Roberts’ motion that the re- 
porters were allowed to remain,

The officer who met his death at the 
hands of an outlaw was Ed DeBray.

who site on a throne. The Emperor of 
Japan ie in reality stronger with his 
people than any European monarch. 
His decrees have more weight than 
those of the na 3 his commands are 
lawa where those of the kaiser are 
preyers, and the King of England is 
& puppet beside him. Japan has a con- 
st#utional government, but the senti- 
ment tn regard to the emperor is such 
that he is above constitution and laws, 
and with most of his people he Is rev- 
erenoed as a g0d, The war with Russia 
was fought for the emperor. The Jap- 
anese. rushed to batt}e shouting his 
hame, and they esteamed it their great- 
est glory to die in his cause.. The 
declaration of allegiance to the em- 
peror is ground into the soul of every 
Japanese sohool boy. He learns it with 
his: leté@ers, and recites it on every na- 
tional holiday. A copy of it hangs in 
the most honored place on the school 
walle, and in case of a fire it is the 
firet thing the children are instructed 
to save. 

Respect for the Emperor. 


This respect for the emperor seems 
to’ be an inherent part of the Japanese 
soul. It is so great that the officials 
will not gossip about him. His person- 
ality is not discussed In the Japanese 
newspapers and no laws are necessary, 
such as those of lese majeste which 
prevail in Germany and some other 
countries of Europe. As an example.of 
this feeling, a missionary not long ago, 
preaching in one of the cities of Japan, 
made the-declaration: “All men -are 
Sinners.’; A soldier standing by cried 
out: “Do you mean to say that our 
emperor is a sinner?’ and upon -the 
preacher saying ‘‘yes,” he straightway 
knocked him down. 

When the emperor attended the horse 
races at Yokohama not long ago a 
command was sent out that all sight- 
gseens must be on. the level of the 
ground when the royal carriage went 
by. The foreign guests of the hoteis 
were notified that they must keep off 
the porches and that none must look 
out of the second;story windows. When 
the imperial carriage stopped at the 
grand stand all of the spectators were 
required to come down from their 
seats and wait until his majesty had 
taken his place in a pavilion high 
above the rest, and they got down 
again in order not to be higher than 
his majesty when he departed. It is 
one of the unwritten laws of Japanese 
etiquette that no One should look down 
upon the emperor, and when his 
majesty goes forth foreigners are 
warned to show this mark of respect. 

Out in the country, where the people 
have had less contact with foreigners, 
the regard for the empéror is even 
more marked. They stand with’ hats 
off and heads bowed as he passes 
‘along, and will not even raise their 
eyes in his presence. There are no 
cheers, and it is as quiet as death. 
Take, for instance, his visit to some 
_town like Shizuoka, which has 50,000} 
people. It is on the railroad, half way! 
between Osaka and Kyoto, and his 
Majesty sometimes breaks his journey 
there as he goes across Japan. He has 
a palace at Shizuoka, and before he ar- 
rives the road between this and the 
depot is covered with sand. As the 
train comes in the people assemble 
about the station and the police ar- 
range them in order. First are the 
soldiers, next to them the school chil- 
dren, and still farther along the road 
the citizens, according to their rank 
and importance. When his majesty 
steps out all] but the soldiers bow their 
heads and keep them bowed as he 
passes. The soldiers themselves appear 
to stare beyond his majesty without 
Seeing. 

How the Emperor Looks. 


Notwithstanding this secrecy about 
his imperial majesty, I have learned 
much concerning him during my four 
visits to Japan.- When I was here 
twenty years ago they were building 
the Imperial Palace in which he now 
lives, and I became acquainted with 
the late Baron Sannomiyo, who for 
‘Many years was the imperial high 
court chamberlain. I talked with the 
baron about him at the time the war 
with China was going on, and when I 
was here in !1900 he told me much of 
the crown prince and his then ap- 
proaching wedding. I have learned 
more about the imperial family from 
confidential sources during my ‘stay 
here, so that I feel fairly able to give 
you something as to his personality. 
His Imperial Majesty Matsuhito, for 
that is the emperor’s name, was 50 
years old last November. He ascended 
the throne at the age of 14, and has 
already reigned forty-two years. 
When he became emperor Andrew 
Johnson was president of the United 
States, and his administration has cov- 
ered the terms of all our presidents 
since then. He is now in excellent

health, in the very prime of manly 
vigor, and he may live for twenty or 
thirty years to come. 

The emperor is tall for a Japanese. 
He is broad-shouldered and_ “slightly 
stooping. He has the short legs of his 
nation, and looks his best wpon horse- 
back. When he goes out of the palace, 
he wears the uniform of a genera of 
the Japanese army, and has a gold- 
hilted sword at his skie. He is digni- 
fied and always recefves his guests 
standing. He is cordial to foreigners, 
and speaks in a low, clear, kind voice. 
The emperor {s fine looking. He has a 
broad and rather high forehead. His 
eyes are almost straight, although the 
lids are not so far apart as those of 
the Caucisian. The eyebrows have an 
aristocratic arch indicative of pure 
blood, and the nose is large with rather 
full nostrils. The under jaw is heavy, 
showing determination, and his ears 
are big. His majesty wears a mus- 
tache and whiskers. He parts his hair 
at the left instead of combing it a la 
pompadour, aS do so many of his sub- 
jects. 

He Reads the Papers. 


The emperor is a hard worker. I un- 
derstand that he knows all that Is 
going on in Japan. He reads some of 
the Japanese newspapers and keeps 
close track of public opinion. He has 
his readers who watch the Japanese 
press and mark such passages as they 
think he should see. If his majesty 
finds a paper going too far, he gives 
an order to his censors and the offend- 
ing editor is warned. It may be that 
the paper is stopped, and the editor 
himself thrown into prison. This is s0 
only in extreme cases. Much latitude 
of expression is permitted, and the 
press is more and more free every 
year. His majesty sees the leading for- 
eign papers in translation. He takes 
the chief of the world’s illustrated jour- 
nals and certain special articles are 
put into Japanese for him, so that on 
the whole he keeps a good, broad view 
of the world’s affairs. 
The emperor is especially interested 
in the army and navy. He sent his 
representatives to study the various 
armies of Europe . before he adopted 
the German tactics, and he still counsels 
with his officials as to military im- 
provements. He often reviews his 
troops, and during the wars with China 
and Russia he has kept his hands right 
On this, one of the greatest military 
machines of the world, 
Within the past year 
that his majesty thas been devoting

the trade and industrial possibilities of 
his empire. 

His Daily Life. 


But let me give you the outline of 
one day of the Emperor of Japan. He 
rises early, and has his breakfast by 
7 o'clock. He usually eats his meal 
alone. It is a simple one, ending with 
rice, which he has at every meal. He 
eats with chopsticks, except when he 
takes foreign food, at which times he 
uses a knife and fork. He lunches 
at noon, and at 6 or so usually has a 
table de’hote dinner, with all the Bu- 
ropean accompaniments. His majesty’s 
meals are prepared in the imperial 
kitchens, and the food is carefully ex- 
amined by doctors before it is pre- 
sented to him. There are professional 
tasters, who test whether it is poison- 
Ous, and the greatest care is observed 
as to all things relating to his majesty’s 
health, 

The empefor’s work begins as soon as 
breakfast is over. From 9 to !2 he 
receives his ministers and discusses 
natters of state. The heaviest work 
is done in the morning, a part of the 


afternoon being often used for horse- , 


back riding. His majesty is fond of 
horses, and he has about three hundred 
in his stables, including some fine hunt- 
ers. He hunts himself occasionally, 
and has large game preserves of his 
own, where there are deer and wild 
pigs. The woods are full of pheasants, 
and there are many ducks on the ponds. 
Indeed, I am told that there are duck 
ponds and duck ditches in the palace 
grounds, in which the ducks are netted 
Decoys are placed 
on the ponds and in the canals which 
run out from them, and then grain is 
Seattered about On the banks of the 
As the ducks light and 
make their way into the canals nets 
are thrown over them by the imperial 
hunters, who are hidden in the bushes 
near bry. It requires considerable skill 
to throw these nets properly. but it is 
Said that the emperor hds baeged 
scores Of duoks In one day. 


His Majesty Is Rich. 


YT understand that his majesty Is rich. 
According to the theory of the Old Ja- 
pan, the whole of the empire belonged 
to him and the people were his also. 
After the reorganization of affairs in 
1868, he still held enormous properties, 
and he owns these today. Al! such mat- 
ters are private, however, and you will 
find nothing about them in the Japan- 
ese revenue accountsg His majesty has 
his own business managers, who make 
his investments for ‘him and who admin- 
ister his estate. I am told that his in- 
come is enormous and that in the past 
he has been generous in giving and 
lending from it for the government's 
needs. At the close of the China-Japan 
war he was presented with $10,000,000 
as an emblem of the gratitude of the 
people, but it is whispered that this was 
merely returning to him money which 
he had secretly advanced to carry on 
that war. <As far as I can learn, his 
majesty owns almost four million acres 
of forests, which are valued at about 
sixty millions of dollars. He has three 
hundred thousand acres of other land, 
worth considerably over one million, 
and about twelve thousand acres of 
real estate with houses upon it. He has 
also fifteen or twenty million dollars’ 
worth of stocks and shares and*no one 
knows how many government bonds. He 
is allowed three million ven annually, 
to keep up his palace establishments, so 
that altogether he is sure never to be in 
want. 

The Emperor's Palaces. 


The Mikado lives in the heart of To- 
kio. The imperial palaces are situted 
in the center of about a thousand acres 
of ground surrounded by three wide 
moats. ‘These moats are walled with 
stone and they are crossed by marble 
bridges which are guarded by soldiers 
in uniform, The moatsin places are 200 
feet wide. They are filled with clear 
water from the bay, and magnificent 
lotus flowers float upon them on sheets 
of green leaves. The palace grounds 
consist of hill and valley; they contain 
lakes, gardens, woods and beautiful 
lawns. In the outer portion of the es- 
tate are some of the government bulilld- 
ings especially related to the palace; 
such, for instance, as the household de- 
partment. 

The BEmperor’s palaces are of great 
extent. They cover three times as much 
ground as the Capitol at Washington, 
and altogether they have cost several 
million dollars. Most of them are of 
one story, made after a combination of 
European and Japanese architecture. 
grooves, and the inner walls, which are 
immense sheets of plate glass, set in 
lacquered frames, do likewise. By this 
means a number of rooms may be 


thrown into one. There are also single 
rooms of enormous extent. There is one 
dining room that will seat a hundred 
people and a banqueting hall which 
takes about 600square yards of matting 
to cover its floor. Then there are ball 
rooms and drawing rooms, studios and 
libraries and a large number of bed 
rooms, some of which are furnished in 
foreign style. The whole place is fin- 
ished like a jewel. The floors are in- 
laid and many of the ceilings are cov- 
ered with embroidery. One room is 
ceiled with tapestry of gold thread at a 
cost of $10,000, and the walls of other 
rooms are hung with brocaded silk, es- 
pecially made for this purpose. 
Gossip About the Empress, 


In addition ta this, the Empress fias 
her palace in the imperial grounds. "She 
maintains an establishment separate and 
apart from, his majesty, and this in- 
cludes 250 women, .She has her own 
secretaries, and has considerable to Jo 
with the managing of palace affairs. 
She has a court milliner, with trained 
assistants, who lives in the palace and 
who is always kept busy. Her majesty 
usually dines with the Emperor, and 
often eats luncheon with him. 

She takes no pdrt in politics, but is 
‘ widely interested in all matters of char- 
ity and education. The Peeresses 
School, a ‘high-class academy, estab- 
lished for the daughters of the nobles 
of Japan, was founded by her and she 
gives the institution her personal super- 
vision. She also made a present of a 
considerable amount to the - Woman’s 
University in Tokio, and she is always 
giving to hospitals and other’ such 
things. During the wars with Russla 
and China her majesty alded in picking 
lint and making bandages for the 
wounded soldiers, and she also. sent 
delicacies to the soldiers in the field. 
When Li Hung Chang was shot in the 
face by a Japanese fanatic, at the time 
he was here arranging the settlement 
of the China-Japan peace, the Empress 
herself made the bandages which were 
applied to his wounds. When they were 
presented to Li, he raised the package 
to his lips and exclaimed: 

‘“‘Her majesty’s kindness is. as bound- 
less as the séa.”’ 

The people here think that Li Hung 
Chang recovered more rapidly on ac- 
count of these bandages. The man who 
shot him has been in prison since that 
time until within a few days ago, when 
he was released. 

The Empress of Japan dresses in Eu- 
ropean costume on all state occasions, 
although she prefers the ease of a Jap- 
anese gown when at home. 

The Children of the Mikado, 


By the laws of Japan the succession 
to the throne goes to the male descend- 
ants of the emperor, and in the case 
of a failure of direct descendants the 
throne is given to the nearest prince 
and his descendants. This means that 
a woman can never again sit alone upon 
the thront of Japan, and that notwith- 
Standing Japan has had some famous 
ruling Empresses in the past The Em- 
peror himself is, you know, about the 
most blue-blooded monarch on earth. 
The first one of his family, so Japanese 
history says, was on the throne about 
twenty-five hundred years ago. He 
reigned long before Julius Ceasar tried 
to seize the crown on the Lupereal, and 
three hundred years before Alexander 
the Great thought he had conquered the 
whole world. There have been one hun- 
dred and twenty-one Emperors since 
this,.and they aW belonged to this fam- 
ily. Mutshito has had four children, 
one boy and three girls, but this does 
not mean that all these children-are the 
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offspring of the Empress. 
custom, his majesty has twelve ladies- 
in-waiting who are a part of his estab- 
lishment and who serve as secondary 
wives. These ladies come from the best 
families of Japan, and they are well 
educated, imtelligent and _ beautiful. 
They have their own apartments inside 
the palace grounds, but they do not ap- 
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pear at the court ceremonies, and none 
of his majesty’s officials will say any- 
thing concerning them. The Crown 
Prince is the son of one of them, his 
mother’s name being Lady Yanigawara. 
Japan’s Next Emperor. 


And just here I want to say a word 
about the Crown Prince. He was born 
in 1879, and will be 30 years old next 
August. He was married just nine 
vears ago to Princess Sadako, the 
daughter of Prince Kujo, and the two 
have had born to them three boys, aged, 
respectively, 8, 7 and 4 years. The eli- 
est is Prince Hirohito, who was born 
April 29, 1901. The Crown Prince has 
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more favorable to speedy re- 
covery. The child is also

*“T shall go from Capetown’ to the 
vicinity of the Victoria falls by rail- 
road, but this is a very small portion 
of the journey. It is, in fact, only on 
leaving the railway for good that the 
real journey begins. 

“T will have to walk fully 3,000 miles, 
half of which is through practically 
unexplored country. I have said that I 
intend to walk through this district; 
but that, of course, will not be, in its 
literal sense, possible, as a large por- 
tion of the journey will have to be 
made by water. For instance, after 
leaving the neighborhood of the Zam- 
besi river, in Rhodesia, we Shall have 
to go by boat down Lake Tankanyika.

I paid a visit to M. Hautefeville, and 
he gave me the following interesting 
details concerning his work: ‘The So- 
of Anciens Pretres Catholiques 
has now been esta'blished in Paris with 
its headquarters here for nearly three 
years. Its aim is moral and humani- 
tarian in succorringe and finding em- 
ployment for priests who have left the 
church. You can easily understand 
that a man, moulded for. fifteen or 
twenty years for one special aim and 
mission, finds it hard to get rid, for 
some time, of the ideas inculcated into 
his mind from childhood almost. 

The Battle of Life. 


“Nevertheless, it oftens happens that 
at a certain age, sooner or later, the 
mind develops either through contact 
with the world or by study, intelll- 
gence and the senses vibrate to the 
detriment of dogma, and the priest sud- 
denly wakes up face to face with reali- 
ties. When once he hag lost his faith 
he is like a ship without a compass 
and he has no other course open than 
to abdicate. Often he dares not do 
this; courage fails him to undertake 
the battle for life. He is immediately 
brought up by two primary obstacles— 
the popular prejudice against ex-priests 
ands«the imprint which his years of 
priesthood have left upon him. The 
prejudice is ill founded, for an ex- 
priest, by his education and the prin- 
ciples he hag learned, is, in general, a 
sober, honest and devoted man. Never- 
theless, a business man who takes one 
into his service risks complete boycott 
from his clerical customers. The work 
of the A. P. C., which Is assisted by 
many notable personages, amongst 


whom are those who have been priests 


themselves, has set itself to wipe out 
this regrettable prejudice, and has suc- 
ceded to a very appreciable degree. 
The ex-priest who applies to us is free 
in ;his conscience and spiritual aspira- 
tions and merely has to work willingly 
in order to ensure his bread, and a 
healthy, natural life.’’ 

M. Frautefeuille related the difficulties 
he had personally had to overcome, both 
with his relations and with the cleri- 
cals, when he quitted the church. Slow- 
ly he saved a little money and returned 
to Paris, where, with the assistance of 
money from sympathizers, he was able 
to create his printing press, upon which 
he founds all his hopes. In his ‘own 
room in which he works, there is a bed 
which he has given to a lately arrived 
ex-priest, a round-faced, good-natured 
looking disciple. He himself is mar- 
ried and the father of four children. 

250 Priests as Laymen. 


The establishment appeared to con- 
sist of two offices, in which are placed 
@ darge but old-fashioned printing ma- 
chine, which he has obtained very 
cheap on the monthly instalment sys- 
tem, and a smaller, good, modern press 
for lithography and photogravure. The 
paper “Exode,”’ as Ongan of the “Hors 
de Rome” party, is devoted to proving 
that priests who no longer feel that 
they have the vocation can easily liber- 
ate themselves. Letters from all parts 
of France, Italy and Spain are daily 
received, asking for more particulars 
and how best to obtain work. In 
eighteen months the A. P. C. has placed 
two hundred and fifty priests in lay 
employment, thanks to those who take 
an interest in this humanitarian task. 

The printing business, however, was 
necessary to give immediate work and 
pay to new recruits, and M. Haute- 
feuille hopes to be able to extend its 
operations, though, in order to do this, 
he needs generous sitbscriptions. His 
last idea is, after perfecting his schoo] 
of printing in Paris, to found similar 
branches in the provinces, which, be- 
ginning by small printing jobs, 
would finally bring out the local news- 
papers. In Paris M. Hautefeuillle in- 
tends to bring out a second sheet to 
be called “L’Eglise Nationale Fran- 
caise,”” which will preach the oppor- 
tunity of creating a new free church 
in France, wherein each one should be 
able freely to follow his religious aspir- 
ations according to his creed without 
distinction. So far, only £7 10s ig 
available for producing the first number; 
but M. Hautefeuille has indomitable 
energy and unshakable faith in his ulti- 
mate success.

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WEEKLY COTTON REVIEW 


The usual February dullness has been 
in evidence throughout the past week, 
and the bears have taken advantage of 
the stagnation in the spot business to 
hammer the market. It is a noticeable 
fact that although the bulls are making 
no effort to sustain the market, there 
are good buying orders on every point 
decline, and that cotton appears to be 
going into strong hands. Selling cotton 
short at 9% cents is a different prop- 
osition from that of selling at !! or i2 
cents, and it looks probable that the 
buying of investors and speculators 
will be of sufficient volume to care for 
all the cotton offered. 

The demand for cotton has been lack- 
ing recently, and, in some instances, 
holders who have been forced to sell, 
have turned loose their cotton at prices 
which appear to be absurdly low. The 
mill people still complain of the lack 
of enthusiasm on part of the buyers 
to take their manufactured products, 
and assert that stocks of yarns are ac- 
cumulating. This, in a measure, is true, 
but is due largely to the fact that yarns 
and cloth goods have been advanced 
sharply during the past few weeks, 
and buyers are inclined to hold off as 
long aS possible. Southern mils are re- 
ported as having sufficient business 
booked to keep their plants running for 
some months, although the situation 
@mong the eastern milis does not ap- 
pear so strong. The general — is 
growing that prices have seen the 10W 
point in spite of reports during the week 
of concessions on stock yarn. Prices 
put out are irregular, varying from % 
to 1% cents. The market on _ print 
cloth is steady, and the outlook favors 
a healthy demand. Both narrow and 
wide goods are being taken, with buy- 
ers showing little fear of prices declin- 
fing later on. Good sales are reported 
of 38-inch 68x72s at 5 I-4 cents. 

During the week large sales are re- 
ported as having been put through out 
of the New York stock, and the amount 
of spot business transacted through 
New York now shows a remarkable in- 
crease. Heavy sales of spot cotton from 
western dealers have been reported as 
made to eastern spinners. From pub-. 
lished statistics it looks as Though 
northern spinners are much better pro- 
vided with cotton than our spinners in 
the south, The first five months last 
@eason the mills in the south took 26l,- 
106 bales more than did the northern 
mills, while during the same period this 
season the northern mills have taken, 
491,30! bales more than the southern. 


parts of Texas are still dry. The doll 
weevil problem has gained large pro- 
portions, and the next crop outlook, as 
yet, warrants no optimism as to its mag- 
nitude. Advices from every section in- 
dicate heavy planting of grain on land 
formerly in cotton, 

There appears to be absolutely nothing 
in the situation to justify lower prices. 
The mills have secured a lot of cotton 
and contracts at low prices, and will 
soon be working for an advance. There 
is only a small amount of cotton to be 
brougitt into sight, and this is strongly 
held. Trade is dull, Dut holders are 
confidert that consumers will have to 
meet their prices. 

Speculation has been practically noth- 
ing, but those who have bought are sat- 
isfied with their purchases and wi..ing 
to add to their holdings on any further 
decline. The bulls in the market are 
indifferent as to the immediate course 
of the market, and although they are 
Picking up cotton on every dip, they 
are not trying to force prices at pres- 
ent and seem satisfied to let the mar- 
ket take care of itself. 

Cotton may work a few points .lower, 
but I believe that around present level 
purchases wil] show a splendid profit, 
even should the planting season prove 
favorable. If the planting season should 
turn out unfavorable, as is freely pre- 
dicted, it is quite proba’ble thet prices 
would work up to a figure several hun- 
dred points higher than those existing 
today. To be on a parity with grain, 
provisions and stocks, cotton should now 
be selling above i2c per pound.

No. 5.—Reasons for Good Seed Selection. 


To a certain extent we all recognize 
the fact that like produces like, and yet 
none of us seem to appreciate this fact 
in its full significance. It is true that 
none of us, if we want cotton, would 
expect a crop of it if we plant okra 
seed, but I am afraid that there are 
many of us who do almost as foolishly 
in expecting a crop of good cotton or 
g00d corn by planting any old seed we 
may lay our hands upon. 

Intelligent fertilization and cultivation 
can do much towards improving the 
yield of a crop, just as good feeding 
will make a respectable animal out of 
@ scrub, but neither can wholly make 
up for the deficiency of good blood, 
and wethad as well expect a prize ani- 
mal in the latter instance as in the 
former instance. 

The ultimate object of life, either ani- 
mal or vegetable, is the reproduction of 
its species. Nature is economical in all 
her provisions, and after providing for 
this she has no furtuer object. In na- 
ture it is seldom that we find a cow 
that gives more than enough milk to 
raise her calf, and plants only produce 
sufficient seed or fruit to inswre their 
perpetuation. 

How Improved Varieties Are Obtained. 


These conditions do not satisfy man— 
he wants some of that milk and that 
fruit for his own use, and hence has 
done all he can to increase its yield. In

doing so he has taken advantage of 
the fact that there is a certain natural 
range of variation in the productive- 
ness of all life. A plant grown under 
especially favorable conditions, or a 
cow with an exceptional supply of nu- 
tritious feed, will yield a few more seed 
or a little more milk, than those reared 
under less favorabie’ circumstances. 
These favorable conditions, !f contin- 
ued throughout several generations, fix 
this habit, as it were, and the tendency 
of their progeny is to continue this in- 
creased yield. | 

Then there is another fact to which 
I wish to direct your attention. The ex- 
pression, “As much alike as two peas 
in a pod,” is a common one, and yet, [f 
examined closely, I doubt if two peas 
in the same pod can be found that are 
exactly alike. So with all fruit and 
animals. There are no two exactly 
alike in every particular; therefore the 
adage that “like produces like’ is not 
strictly true. As a matter of fact, na- 
ture is changing constantly. The slight 
variation in a plant today becomes more 
marked in its offspring, unt!) finally 
this change ma- become so great that 
we have a plant with distinct qualities. 
Taking advantage of these two well- 
known laws, man has, by careful se- 
lection, made quantities of plants and 
animals better sulted to his needs than 
are to be found in nature. 


Improvement Not Permanent. 


This is an artificial condition, how- 
ever, and can only be maintained by 
ceaseless vigilance. Seed and animals 
run out because the precautions that 
made them are not continued, and these 
artificial qualities are not necessary for 
the animal or the plant—hence they 


(rapidly revert to their original qualities.

Cultivation. 


Reasons for: In discussing the root 
System of plants, we spoke of the neces- 
sity of shallow cultivation, so as to 
avoid injury to the roots. 
may arise ag to why it is necessary to 
cultivate at all. There are several ob- 
jects in cultivation. The one that Is 
most apparent is to destroy foreign 
growth. Grass and weeds are harmful 
to growing crops, because they take 
from the soil that which should 
have been used by the crop. They also 
take up moisture from the soil and di- 
vide the too often Inefficient supply 
with our plants. But I trust that all 
who have read the early part of this 
paper will see that there are more im- 
portant reasons for cultivation. First, 
we have learned that much water es- 
capes under ordinary conditions from 
our soil, but that this can be largely 
prevented by frequent stirring. Then 
many soils run together after each rain, 
thus excluding air. Cultivation also 
corrects this defect. Again we have 
Seen that much chemical change is 
induced by changing the relation of the 
soil particles to each other, so, for all 
these reasons, cultivation is essential 
and beneficial. Since, however, we must 
not injure the roots, this cultivation 
must necessarily be shallow—not_ ex- 
ceeding two inches. 

I have, in the foregoing, given you 
briefly the genesis of good farming, as 
far as the soil is concerned. I have 
not attempted to cover the whole sub- 


ject of farming, and hence have devoted | to .less depth,

Mrs. Anny Avery, Augusta; Mrs. Mary 
Mitchell; Augusta. There are fifteen 
grandchildren and two great-grandchil- 
dren. 

“Mr. Kelly left South Carolina in 1883, 
moving to Augusta, wuere he lived 
three years, later removing to Colum- 
bia county, where he lived three years, 
and since that time has made his home 
with J. H. Gray, his son-in-law, at 
Clito, in the mercantile business. 

Mr. Kelly is without doubt the oldest 
man ever known in Bulloch county, and 
even though he is almost 10! years old, 
he ibhids fair to see several more anni- 
versaries. He comes from a family of 
longevity, his mother dying only about 
twelve years ago in Edgefield at the ripe 
old age of 116 years, 

Mr. Kelly has a sister still living in 
Edgefield, Miss Mary Kelly, who is 86 
years old.

Permit me to Say at the outset that 
my visit to Georgia in November was 
not inspired by any sort of curiosity 
nor by any purpose to criticise my 
neighbors. The prohibition issue was 
pending in Texas. At that time it 
seemed likely that the legislature, now 
in Session, would submit to the people a 
constitutional amendment prohibiting 
the manufacture or sale of alcoholic 
beverages. I felt that it was oppor- 
tune to study state-wide prohibition in 
Georgia, both for my own instruction 
and for the information of the people 
of Texas. I went there resolved to 
learn as accurately as I might and to 
relate a8 intelligently as I could the 
facts and the conditions as I found 
them, 

I chose Georgia instead of any other 
prohibition state, because I was raised 
there, and knew its people better than 
I know the people of any other state 
except Texas, and because Georgia is 
comparable to Texas in many respects. 
Both are southern, and both are rather 
more progressive than other southern 
states. Atlanta is much like our north 
Texas cities of Fort Worth and Dallas, 
though larger; Savannah and Augusta 
are much like our south Texas cities of 
Galveston, Houston and San Antonio. 
Georgia has proportionately more ne- 
groes to furnish an argument for pro- 
hibition, while Texas has proportion- 
ately more foreign population to fur- 
nish an argument against prohibition. 
I felt that if prohibition could be en- 
forced in the cities of Georgia, we 
might hope to enforce it in the cities 


there, it would be unwise for us now 
to adopt it here. 


The Facts As to Georgia. 


I had no expectation of communicat- 
ing my observations or conclusions to 
the people of Georgia, and I do 80 now 
only at the request of The Constitution 
for a brief summary of what has al- 
ready appeared in The Fort Worth Rec- 
ord and The Houston Post. The series 
of ten articles is finished in the issue 
of February 14. 

It is unnecessary here to recite fig- 
ures and details. They are quite famil- 
iar to Georgia readers. 

In November Atlanta had more 
places for the distribution of beer than 
it had saloons under license. The liquid 
sold was beer of standard brands and 
intoxicating quality. In none of them 
was whisky sold—at least not openly— 
and all the whisky-selling seemed to 
be through bootleggers and the express 
companies. One could not buy a drink 
of whisky in Atlanta, but could buy it 
by the bottle with little difficulty. 

By the records of the police court, 
drunkenness and disorderly conduct had 
been very much decreased in the aggre- 
gate during the first ten months of 


1907, but had rapidly increased from 
January, 1908, to October, 1908, com- 
paring month with month. 


The Effect in Atlanta. 


From these facts and from various 
details of observation too numerous to 
relate here, I concluded that as to the 
actual consumption of intoxicants in 
Atlanta, especially whisky, there has 
been a considerable decrease; that the 
record of increasing drunkenness from 
month to month during 1908 may or 
may not imply a recurrence to the for- 
mer degree of intemperance; that high 
crimes have not been appreciably af- 
fected; that business has not been in- 
jured except as to the whisky traffic 
itself and its incidental relations; that 
the daily violations of the law by more 
than a hundred so-called near beer 8a- 
loons and their thousands of patrons is 
@ serious consideration in striking a 
balance between the civic advantages 
and the civie disadvantages of prohibi- 
tion, and that it is undetermined 
whether Atlanta would not have made 
as much or more progress in temper- 
ance by the higher liquor license sys- 
tem about to be inaugurated when 
state prohibition went into effect. 

Macon made a very much better 
showing for prohibition, though, strange 
to say, Some of the most active prohi- 
bitionists there were sorely disappoint- 
ed. The number of beer saloons was 
scarcely a third of the number of sa- 
loons under license, though they sold 
the same stuff in the same way as At- 
lanta. The police court records in Ma- 
con showed a remarkable decrease in 
drunkenness, with no puzzling increase, 
as in Atlanta, from month to month 
of 1908. Macon is a more sedate city; 
there is a smaller floating population, 
and Bibb county today would perhaps 
vote prohibition in a local option con- 
test. Therefore, I conclude that as to 
Macon prohibition will more and more 
be enforced, that the people will sustain 
it, that juries will convict violators of 
the law, and that soon the retatl whis- 
ky and beer traffic there will be re- 
duced to the minimum or tally elimi- 
nated. |

A similar condition prevailed in Au- 
gusta, with the qualification that pros- 
ecution had not been so earnest and 
the police department had not proved 
so efficient. The dispensary across the 
line in South Carolina discourages at- 
tempts to enforce the statute in Geor- 
gia, but Augusta seemed to me to be 
even more resentful than Savannah. 

I-would like to be able to relate ob- 
servations in detail by way of exhibit- 
ing the different local conditions, but 
that would be to tell the whole story, 
which has required some thirty or 
more newspaper columns to tell to Tex- 
as readers.

When Prohibition Is Wise. 


It hardly need be said that prohibi- 
tion is effective—and in my view it is 
wise—wherever the people of a com- 
munity favor it, for then public senti- 
ment will compel officers to prosecute 
and juries to convict.

loon before Georgia can accomplish the 
same end by prohibition,

;means than prohibition, I should favor

which must be abated by one method

Mr. Lamar, of Florida, argued for 
the amendment of the raltlroad rate 
law, claiming the law was insufficient 
to cover the cases included in its pro- 
visions; Mr. Madden, of Illinois, referred 
to increases in freight rates since the 
rate law went into effect; Mr. Murphy, 
of Wieconsin, delivered a eulogy of 
Lincoln; Mr. Washburn, of Massa- 
chusetts, favored a modification of the 
Sherman anti-trust law, in order that it 
might be less burdensome: Mr. Hayes, 
of California, attacked the rules of the 
house; Mr. Langley, of Kentucky, crit- 
{ icized the administration of the affairs 
of the Choctaw Indians; Mr. Sherman, 
of New York, explained the provisions 
of the Indian bill, while Mr. Foster, of 
Vermont, pleaded for an adjustment of 
postal rates, as affecting merchandise 
through the mails. 

The Indian bill was pending when 
the house, at 4:57 p. m., adjourned until 
tomorrow, which was set apart for 
eulogies of deceased members.

Unfortunately, individuals outside of-Georgia were not so familiar with | 
the situation. All they could see from a distance was the dust; all they 
could hear was the roar of demagogy, the most terrifying and paralyzing 
Possibly intensive analysis along this line might modify

But the people of Georgia, viewing the situation from the vantage-ground 
of eyes opened and the policy of sanity reclaimed, saw the past and future 
possibility. They realized that they had been used as cats’-paws to pull out 
some political chestnuts—and that they had been grossly deceived.

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THE MENACE OF TARIFF AGITATION. 


Much of what trade and commerce had gained in volume and stability fol- 
lowing the panic of 1907 has unquestionably been lost as a result of prolonged 
and doubtful tariff agitation. 

While there is no violent shaking up or apparently destructive upheaval, 
there are many lines of business which are experiencing a check and restraint 
but little short of that produced by financial disturbante. 

The cause of this is apparent. No purchaser, whether jobber or large con- 
sumer, is willing to go heavily into the market and make contracts for future 
supplies of an article whose price is likely to topple as the result of lowered tariff 
schedules. 

The result is that manufacturers of practically every product affected by the 
tariff, and more especially those in connection with which there is agitation for 
reduction of duties, are experiencing a slackness in demand which has neces- 
sarily reduced their output to a minimum. 

The railroads are buying iron and steel products only in sufficient quantity 
to satisfy immediate demand, where, under stable conditions, they enter into con- 
tracts for one, two or three years, and sometimes longer. 

Buyers and heavy consumers of other products affected by the tariff are 
pursuing precisely the same policy, and the result is, in respect to many 
classes of widely used and staple products, a state of trade that is little 
short of stagnation. 

This tariff agitation began acutely more than three months ago, with the 
pearing incident to the new bill, and it has more or less affected every product 
under \discussion, 

Moreover, there appears to be no relief in sight for three to four months 
more, during which Congress, in extra session, will: be wrestling with the tariff 
problem. 

There are not only predictions but indications of stubborn fighting upon 
many schedules, and the more vigorous the contest the more will be felt, no 
doubt, the depression in the particular industrial line affected. 

In short, it is apparent from present experience, the height of whose effect 


lis yet to come, that the menace of tariff agitation is next only to that of financial 


panic, and in general results they are close akin. 

There is only one way to stop it, and that is to remove the tariff as far as 
possible from the arena of politics. 

This can only be done to a certain extent—since, constitutionally, Congress 
cannot relinquish or transfer the taxing power—by the creation of some sort of 
permanent tariff commission or bureau which shall take the place of the ways 
and means committee, and, by thorough and continuous investigation, arrive at 
conclusion as to what changes should be made from time to time, and then 
embody them in its report and recommendations to Congress.

The commission will reach definite 
conclusion by the end of this wegk as 
to just what it will do in this matter. 
It is generally believed the outcome will 
be the punchase at the present time of 
One small farm of 2,500 acres or there- 
abouts, upon which all the men will be 
piaced for ‘the present, and that a sec- 
ond farm will be bought later on when 
more funds are available. 

The commission will have to decide 
definitely upon its disposition of the 
white convicts before it cam make ap- 
portionment of convicts to the i103 
counties desiring them for work on 
their public roads. 

There will be comparatively so few 
extra convicts that the commission has 
practically decided to distribute these 
upon a pro rata basis to all counties 
asking for convicts, the result of 
which will be to give each county just 
about the number of convicts which it 
expected to get in the event the white 
convicts had been put on road work. 

For example, a county which would 
receive a legal pro rata of ten con- 
victs, upon the basis of the distribu- 
tion of the entire convict body, wili, 
with the whites eliminated, get only 
eight. If, however, the “‘overs’’ are dis- 
tributed upon a population basis to’ all 
the counties applying, it will put back 
the share of the county in question to

FOR HUMAN BLOOD 


Horrors of the Revived 


Guillotine Welcomed. 


At Recent Executions, Which 
Were First in Many Years, 
People Crowded About the 
Guillotine and Enjoyed the 
Bloody Spectacle. 


Paris, February 13.—Detbler, the pub- 
lic executioner, has done his ghastly 
work, and four heads have fallen in 
the northern town of Bethune. It was 
a strange and terrible scene in the 


early hours of the morning when four 
pale and trembling men were ied forth 
into the open square, there to meet 
with the most awful death through the 
agency of the guillotine. Thousnds 
had gathered in this country town to 
see them die. They had the unkempt, 
Savage, and dishevelled appearance of 
people who had watched aH night in 
order not to miss this great spectacle 
at the dawn. The wine shops had re- 
mained open the whole of the time, 80 
that these red-faced, fierce-looking men, 
who had come to gloat over the death 
of four human beings. The arrival of 
the executioner, even, had excited the 
population, and there were loud shouts 
of “Long Hve Defbler! You are our 
liberator!’ when he appeared in the 
country town. 

Erecting the “Widow.” 


To within twenty-four hours of their 
doom the prisoners imagined they were 
going to escape. The news came to 
them with a brutal and shocking force. 
One of the men in the crowd promenad- 
ing in the streets watching the prepa- 
rations for the erection of ‘‘the widow” 
(as the knife is called in France), 
thought of an exquisite piece of torture. 
Rushing up to the gates of the prison, 
he bellowed with all his force: ‘‘Death, 
death to you, Pollet!’ And Pollet, the 
two brothers, and their two comp4an- 
ions heard and trembled. They knew 
that in a few hours they would be face 
to face with that howling, shrieking 
mob that thirsted for their blood. Cer- 
tainly, if ever the death penalty were 
properly exacted it was so in this 
case; the crimes of the quartet are 
innumerable. They slew in cold blood, 
and robbed with impunity, and for 
months they terrorized a wide district 
in the north of France. 

A shout of triumph, a long, hoarse cry 
of exultation went up when the heads 
of the victims fell, covered with blood, 
into the basket reserved for these 
dreadful trophies. Then the crowd, with 
eyes no longer fascinated by the dread 
image of death in 
form, melted away to resume its ordi- 
nary avocations, or to dream, perhaps, 
of the fearful scene which it had wit- 
nessed. 

The Capital’s New Scaffold. 


Parisians are to have a .quadruple 
execution on their own account. In a 
very short time the scaffold will be 
erected in the “City of Light,” close 
to the prison of La. Saute, where four 
wretched men now await the consum- 
mation of the death sentence. Ironical- 
ly enough, the site chosen for the car- 
rying out of the law is close to a Prot- 
estant seminary, full of young men 
training for thelr ministertal career. 


‘The professors in charge of the estab- 
lishment have petitioned against the 
erection of the guillotine in their midst, 
but the prefect of police, M. Lepine, 
is not likely to hearken to their prayer. 
Nobody, indeed, wants to accommodate 
the machine; at the same time, some 
situation must be found for it within 
the city walls, and the neighborhood 
of a prison might justly be held to be 
the most appropriate place. 

In days agone, public executions were 
held in the Place de la Roquette, where 
the most celebrated prison in Paris 
stood. Today it has disappeared in 
favor of tenement houses. Extraor- 
dinary scenes w@re witnessed. The judi-\

French Thirst for Blood. 


People, the most fashfonable 
of the day, rented windows overlook- 
ing the square. Here they sat the 
whole of the night preceding the exe- 
ution, so as to lose nothing of 
dread spectacle.

on to the accompanying roll of drums. 
Then, at a given signal, the knife ran 
down the socket; there was a sharp 
Click and all was over. The headless 
corpse was then carried away. Some 
of the spectators of these tragedies of 
justice had kept their courage up by 
deep potations; others had spent the 
night in feverish games of chance, or 
even in wild and noisy revelry —in 
nedghboring taverns. The callousness 
and brutality of the crowd on these 
cccasions were their most marked char- 
acteristics. There is something fiend- 
ish in the appetite of a French mob 
for blood. 

It has been the constant feeding upon 
spectacles of this sort, from the days 
of the Terror onwards, that has given 
the French, or more particuraly, the 
Parision character a turn for mobidity. 
About eighteen months ago the whole 
of Paris was ringing with the atrocious 
crime of Soleil and thé man who abused 
a Httle girl named Martha Erbelding 
and then murdered her. When the poor

JOHN SVANBERG COMING 
TO RACE MARATHONERS 


Celebrated Swedish Runner 
Will Arrive in the United 
States on the 23rd. 


All you Marathoners—Longboat, Hayes, Do- 
rando, Shrudb—sit up end take notice, for 
John Svanberg is coming here from Sweden 
to beat you all, and if records are worth even 
the paper they are written on, he'll come 
pretty near doing it. Ernie Hertberg, trainer 
of the Irish-American A. C., will manage and 


coach him here. 

Listen! Alfred Shrub, admittedly the fast- 
est man in the world up to 12 miles, has a 
6-mile record of which he is very proud. He 
made it when he wag at his very best, back 
in 1904. This mark is 24 minutes 83 2-5 sec- 
onds. The Bnglishman has never bettered 
these figures, which are regarded as wonder- 
ful wherevor ethictics are known. This man 
Svanberg has done 5 miles in 24 minutes and 
87 seconds. You will notica that this is less 
than four seconds bebind Shrubb’s time, and 
what is four seconds in a 6-mile race? From 
this it would appear that the invulnerable 
Mr. Shrubb is to have a worthy rival in 
races here. 

But to get back to that Marathon game. It 
isn’t official history, but it is true, neverthe- 
lesa, that he covered the London Olympic 
course in 2 hours and 29 minutes In a trial 
@ week before the race. If that mark were 
on the official books it would probably never 
be equaled. In the actual running of the 
Marathon Svanberg was taken sick on the 
road. He had a bad attack of cramps alx 
different times, but managed to finish ninth 
behind Hayes. 

In the previous Olympic Marathon of 1906 
et Athens Svanberg finished second to Sher- 
ring, the little Canadian, who won it. Up to 
this race Svanberg had never run more than 
6 miles at a time.

Atlanta started early in the season, 
and is by now about ‘all in.’’ Georgia 
started late, and Is still coming. Earlier 
in the season Atlanta could have de- 
feated Georgia by a bigger margin than 
she did, while just at present there isn’t 
much doubt that Georgia could defeat 
the Athletic club. Between Atlanta and 
Columbus, it is ‘horse and horse,” 
though Atlanta is probably the superior 
on a neutral floor, with her (full 
strength out, and certainly so on a full- 
sized court. : 

Vandepbilt and Birmingham are 
probably much in the same position that 
Atlanta is—-at the end of their rope, on 
account of having started early and play- 
ed a long schedule; they are now on the 
“down hill.”

DEKALB COUNTY CITIZEN 
TALKS OF ANNEXATION 


W. H. Walker Tells Why De- 
Kalb County Should Be- 
come Part of Fulton. 


W. H. Walker, who lives at Chambliss, 
in DeKalb county, gives some very in- 
teresting points about the proposed an- 
nexation of DeKalb county to Fulton 
county. In speaking of this matter, 
Mr, Walker said: 

There is a desire of at least three-fourths 
of the citizens of DeKalb county to be taken 
into Fulton county. You are aware of the 
movement now in the matter. However, I 
feel a diffidence as well as others in this 
matter, not being thoroughly satisfied that 
the majority of the citizens of Fulton county 
desire to take us in. However, I am not pre- 
pared to see how this conjunction could affect 
the interest of either county, but to the con- 
trary, I think I gee how both counties would 
be benefited by the merger. 4 

If you will notice the geography of Fulton 
ami DeKalb you can readily see why we 
people of DeKalb north of Peachtree creek 
are anxious for the change. Fulton has built 
us fine roads up this way and we feel that 
we want to pay her ourtax money. It is 
only the officeholders of DeKalb, with a few 
exceptions in the tower part of the county, 
that oppose it. It has long been our desire 
to be cut off to Fulton. Some of our De- 
catur &&jends opposing it. Colonel Milton A. 
Candler, who opposed this cut-off, was a 
member of the state convention in 1877 ana 
was instrumental in having this arbitrary 
law passed for the changing of county lines, 
that has been modified to some extent near 
incorpSrated towns. DeKalb is a hot-bed of 
shrewd politiclans that hold office in De- 
Kalb and do business in Atlanta, their laws 
being a I™tle strained for an enlightened 
people, and I think the interest of DeKalb, 
if not the state, would be as well served by 
cutting them out. It is rule and money that 
predominates with them. 

If I could see how we could affect the in- 
trest of Fulton by joining her I would offer 
it, for she has been very kind to us. It Is 
not that I like DeKalb less, but Fulton more. 

There seems to be a disposition on the part 
of our political citizenship in DeKalb to see 
how much they can get out of the county in- 
stead of seeing how much they can do for 
the county.

SK FAIR DEAL 


Discrimination Against 
Atlanta for Nashville.

Under Rebilling Arrangement 
and Elevator Allowances the 
Tennessee City Is Able to 
Undersell Atlanta in Her 
Own Territory.

Grain merchants of Atlanta who join- 
ed together in the case of W. 8. Duncan 
& Co., et al. and appealed to the inter- 
state cemmerce commission at Wash- 
ington, protesting against the alleged 
discrimination in favor of Nashville on 
grain shipmenta from the west, state 
they are not making a fight on the 
roads, but feel that the practice is 
wrong. If it is held not to be unfair At- 
lanta merchants and dealers should be 
| allowed the same privileges. 

The story in The Constitution Satur- 
day, stating this case had been argued 
before the commission on Friday by 
Attorneys Wimbish & Watkins, repre- 
senting the grain dealers, has created 
renewed interest in this case through- 
out the south, and it is being clearly 
presented that by reason of the alleged 
rebates, billing privileges and elevator 
charges Nashville is being allowed to 
ship grain into Georgia towns for 39 
cents a hundred, whereas the rate that 
Atlanta is compelled to pay is 42 cents. 

Nashville is Favored. 

An undercut of $8 cents a hundred 
is the difference in favor of Nashville, 
it is alleged these concessions are mak- 
ing. It is claimed that at present Nash - 
ville is allowed to receive grain from 
the west, store tt in the elevators 
there, allowed a rebate of the eleva- 
tor charge and then reship the grain, 
months later, at the original through 
rate. 

Atlanta dealers alleged the interstate 
commission has stopped this practice 
®rywhere else, and that it should be 
‘stopped in Nashville, but if not stopped 
there, that Atlanta should be allowed 
these concessions, too. 

A. W. Hodnett, one of the managing 
partners of W. S. Duncan & Co., who 
has been handling the facts in the case, 
in discussing the complant filed said: 

‘There are two very serious causes 
for the complaint which has been in 
existence at Nashville, Tenn., for a 
number of years, both of which have 
been condemned elsewhere by the in- 
terstate commerce commission, namely, 
is what is known.as the rebiliing priv- 
ilege and elevator payments. The re- 
billing privilege, we contend, is an un- 
lemeful device by. which freight rates 
aie ut. 


| Much Manipulation of Rates. 


: ould say there is more manipula- 
tion mates on grain and grain prod- 
ucts at ‘ashville, Tenn., than any city 
in the United States. 

“Suppose we. buy a car of corn at 
Omaha, Neb. We pay a 34-cent per 
hundred freight rate, which is 10 cents 
to Mississippi and Ohio river cross- 
ings, and 24 cents to Atlanta, and 34 
cents is the published rate fixed in the 
bill of lading which is the ‘contract. 
Now, what would havpen if the Nash- 
ville grain dealer bought a car of corn 
to be shipped from Omaha, Neb.? 

“The Nashville man would pay 20 
cents from Omaha to Nashvilie, and 
receive 3-4 of a cent per hundred re- 
bate as an elevator allowance, and in- 
stead of I7 cents to Atlanta, would pay 
i4 cents, and receive an additional re- 
bate of 3 cents per hundred, so that it 
would follow that the Nashville dealer 
could sell his car gf corn from $12.50 to 
$20 per car cheaper than the Atlanta 
dealer could sell the same kind of a 
car of corn. 

“It is our opinion that the practices 
prevailing at Nashville are illegai. But 
we also contend that if the interstate 
commerce commission should find that 
the practice of rebilling and elevator 
allowances is Jegal at Nashville, then 
it would only be fair to Atlanta, Ma- 
con, Columbus and other southern 
cities to allow them the same privileges 
existing at Nashville. Nashville is the 
only city Which has this arrangement. 
It has been condemned at all other 
points.’’

Violating the Constitution. 


“We do not believe a provision of the 
constitution that is clear and emphatic 
should be sought to be annulled or 
syspended in the manner attempted by 
the passage of this bill. 

“We believe that the mischief under- 
taken to be provided against by this 
provision of the constitution clearly 
embraces the act of appointing one of 
the United States senators to the office 
of secretary of state. 

“It might be said, and truly, that this 
mischief is remote in any event; how- 
ever this may be, it contains sufficient 
danger for the framers of the constitu- 
tion to provide against. If the consti- 
tution prohibits it, surely it cannot be 
argued that if this prohibition can be 
so easily overcome by the device of 
reducing the salary below what in the 
judgment of congress it should be, with 
the hope which in this case is almost a 
certainty of the salary being restored 


to its present amount, that that would 
not be clear evasion of.the plain pro- 
vision of the constitution.

All Questions Involving 
U.S. to Be Settled. 


Three Claims Go to The Hague 


for Arbitration — The As- 
phalt Company Has Reached 
a Direct Settlement With 
Venezuela. 


Caracas, Venezuela, Friday, February 
12, via Willemstad, Curacao, February 
13.—A’ protocol, in settlement of the 
matters between the United States and 
be signed tomorrow. 
The Venezuelan cabinet yesterday ap- 
rroved the proposal to effect the set- 


_tlements directly between the United 


States and Venezuela, thus removing 
the last obstacle to the signing of the 
protocol. . 

Three claims go to The Hague tribu- 
nal for arbitration; the fourth is set- 
tled by a small cash payment, and the 
fifth has been settled directly between 
the Venezuelan government and the 
claimants. The protocol is equally sat- 
isfactory to the Unite? ‘tates and to 
Venezuela. It saves , Gignity and 
honor of Venezuela, mille as for Amer- 
lea the troublesome claims that have 
led to so much negotiation are dis- 
posed of. 

The New York and Bermudez Asphalt 
Company, through Mr, Buchanan, has 
reached a direct settlement with the 
government, by which the company ob- 
tains possession of its property in Ven- 
ezuela and agrees to pay the govern- 
ment a minimum revenue of $20,000 a 
year. Furthermore, the company will 
pay the government a cash indemnity 
of $60,000 to compromise the _ suit 
brought against it on account of its al- 
leged participation in the Matos revo- 
lution. 

A. F Jaurett, an Ameriean newspaper 
man who was expelled from Venezuela 
by former President Castro, is award- 
ed $3,000 without a reason. 

The claims of the United States and 
Venezuela Company, otherwise known, 
as the Critchfield concession of the Ori- 
noco Steamship Company. and of the 
Orinoco corporation, are to be sub- 
mitted for arbitration. In the case of 
the last-named claim, a method of ref- 
erance to The Hague was found that 
we’ entirely satisfactory to Venezuela,

ROADS NOT HURT, 
SAYS GOVERNOR 


Quotes Figures to Show 
Ga. Lines Held TheirOwn 


Governor Issues a Statement 
Which Is Construed as Reply 
to Harriman’s Promise to 
Invest if Embargo Was Lift- 
ed in Georgia. 


Governor Smith yesterday gave out a 
public statement in which he asserts 
that the railroads of Georgia have in 
no respect been damaged financially as 
the result of state legislation affecting 


corporationa. 

While it does not purport specifically 
to be a reply to some things said by 
Edward H. Harriman on the occasion 
of his recent visit to Georgia, among 
others that he wae ready to spend $/0,- 
000,000 on the Central of Georgia, if this 
state would lift its embargo ageinst the 
railroads, coming as it does olosely fol- 
lowing that visit and the remarks in 
question, it is generally construed to be 
an answer to them. 

Governor ,8mith quotes from reports 
made to the etate railroad commission 
to show that four of the largest railroad 
Systems in the state increased their net 
earnings for the year ending July [f, 
1906, as compared with the previous 
year, while the net earnings of eight 
large systems show a decrease of only 
i% per cent, with the same fiscal years 


taken as a basis of comparison. Chiefly 
from these facts the conclusions set 
forth in the governor’s etatement are 


drawn. 
The Governor's Statement, 

The governor's statement follows: 

“Much has been said during the past 
twelve months to create the impression 
that the railroads of the staitte have been 
crippled by what is termed ‘reform’ pol- 
icles. 

“Quite recently certain rrailroad im- 
provements have been promised provided 
Georgia is real good and ‘repeals some 
of its anti-corporation acts.’ 

‘| believe that the legislation and ad- 
ministration in Georgia affecting raii- 
roads and public service companies has 
been of great value and that a reaction- 
ary policy would ‘be a public calamity. 
For this reason I wish to calb atiention 
‘briefly to what has taken place, and to 
the financial showings of the principal 
Georgia railroads during the year end- 
ing July |, 1906 

“Transportation companies and other 
public service companies are given spe- 
cial powers by the state, and are to a 


larxe extent necessarily monopolies. The | 


courts of America and England agree 
that the state and nation owe to the pub- 
lic the duty of requiring Such companies 
to give proper service at reasonable 
rates. To inaist upon the performance 
by state and nation of this duty is not 
hostility to railroad companies. it 18 
simply a demand for justice to both the 
companies and the public. 
The Georgia Laws. 


“The legislation passed in Georgia pr0- 
vides for a railroad commission with en- 
jarged powers to do no wrong to the 
companies, but to see that to their Ccus- 
tomers are accorded legitimate rights. 

“It is noticeable that the critics do not 
dare name the legisiation which they 
say should be repealed. The legislation 
and administration in Georgia on this 
subject may be compared to that of New 
York state without fear that our state 
will lose by the comparison. 

‘The administration has required bet- 
ter roadbeds and better service. It has 
prevented the suspension of train ser- 
vice necessary for public convenience. 
It has required the settlement of claims 
due to shippers. It has required service 
for factories and local plants. 

‘It has prevented the wages of em- 
ployees from being arbitrarily cut. 

“It has stopped the free pass evil, and 
hag reduced the cost of travel to those 
who pay. 

“The public serviee corporations have 
been compelled to pay more nearly their 
just taxes. 

“This is the record. From what part 
of it shal] the state reced@¢? 

“Rut have the railroads been crippled, 
or has the outory been rather one with- 
out reason unless for political effect? 

“The railroad companies are required 
to file with the railroad 


they do annually. These reports cover 
the business of each fiscal year running 
from July | to July lI. 

“The reports of the nine largest raJl- 
roads, with the exception of the Gra- 
board, are now in the hande of the rall- 
read commission. The figures which I 
shall use are from these reports. 


Profits ef Railroads. 


“Bight railroad companies in Georgia 
from July |, 1907, to July i, 1908, made 
net profits as follows:

‘While the Atlanta and West Poin’ 
showed a decrease of net profits amount- 
ing to $193,368.40 for 1908, it also showed 
an inerease of aperating expenses ot 
$158,759.70. Without some reason for 
this imcrease of operating expenses at 
a time when all roads were economizing, 
it may fairly be attributed to changes 
in pookkeeping rather than to real losses. 
“The other railroads which showed loss 
of net earnings are partly located in por- 
tions of the state which indicate de- 
pendence to a considerable extent upon 
the transportation of lumber and turpen- 

tine. 

“The lessened use of these commodities 
in other parts of the United States, due 
to the effect of the panic in those states, 
to a large extent accounts for the 
shrinkage of business with these roads. 
It is also true that the Atlanta, Birming- 
ham and Atlantic railroad cut somewhat 
into their business. 

‘In spite of the fact that the year end- 
ing July |, 1908, was the year of the 
panic, when all business was more or 
jess affected throughout the entire coun- 
try, the eight railreads to which I have 
called attention, show as a whole only a 
loss of net p ts in Georgia amounting 
to slightly more than |% per cent, when 
compared to their-net profits for 1907. 

“Reports to the interstate com;erce 
commission show that the railroads of 
the United States, as a whole, lost in 
net profits 15 per cent in 1908 as com- 
pared with 1907. 

“The eight Georgia railroads I have 
mentioned had a rease in the per- 
centage of net profits only one-tenth as 
jarge as the decrease of the railroads of 
the entire country.

“These eight railroads collected from 
the people of Georgia during the year 
of the panic $29,847,480, and made net 
profits amounting to 66,866,243. / 3.

Tampa, \Fla., February !3.—Jack Wade, 
a negro, was lynched at Lakeland, 30 
miles from here, tnis morning. He was 
arrested at Trilby yesterday for at- 
tempting to rape Miss Irma Newell, of 
Lakeland, last Tuesday morning. The 
deputy sheriff tried to get him to the | 
county jail at Bartow without going 
through Lakeland, but the people of 
Lakeland had heard of it, and met the 
train at a way station, tpok charge of 
the deputy and Wade, and brought them 
to Lakeland.

Newell, who asked that they not burn 
him. Wade was taken to a tree, strung 
up, then lowered and told to make a 
statement.

NEGRO RUNS AMUCK: 
IN MEMPHIS STREETS 


Fashionable Boulevard Is 
Terrorized by Black. 


Men, Women and Children At- 
tacked by Crazy Negro With 
Bible in One Hand and a 
Knife in the Other. 


Memphis, Tenn., February 1!3.—Run- 
ning amuck, attacking men, women and 
children, and throwing the fashionable 
neighborhood about Poplar avenue and 
Dunlap street into a panic about 8 
o'clock this morning, a crazy negro 
was finally shot and killed by W. B. 
Clement. 

Armed with a knife, the negro made 
attack after attack on white people. 
Women were compelled to run from 
the streets, three men were knocked 
down by the black, apparently bent on 
murder, and one sustained a cut in the 
neck. 

Within a few minutes after the first 
appearance of the negro, an armed 
mob was in pursuit, shots were fired 
after the racing black, and finally he 
was shot three times. 

The dead negro was Henry Tate, be- 
lieved to have gone crazy on the sub- 
ject of religion. With a Bible in one 
hand and a knife in the other, he first 
appeared at the grocery store of Henry 
Schultz, Poplar avenue and Leath street. 

Without a word the negro hit Mr. 
Schultz a heavy blow on the jaw, knock- 
ing him to the ground. 

“You are the murderer,’ shouted the 
negro in a frenzied voice, and then he’ 
dashed through the store into the living 
rooms of the Schultzes in the rear, to 
Poplar avenue. 

Pursued by a mob, growing larger 
every minute, but afraid to open fire, 
because of the crowds in the street, 
Tate turned north on Leath street. 

W. B. Clement, 26 years old, night 
engineer at the Memphis Street Rail- 
way Company’s power house, was 
among those aroused. Arming himself 
with a .22-caliber repeating rifle, he 
joined iin the chase. The negro turned 
east on Hawley avenue, running to Dun- 
lap street. Far ahead of the balance 
of the pursuers, Clement fired with 
deadly aim. After running a short dis- 
tance, Tate dropped dead. 

Three of Clement’s’ shots hit him, 
one in the abdomen and the other two 
in the region of the heart and lungs.

Georgia, Actively in Race for 
nouncements Expected. 


Montgomery, Ala., February 13.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—While the air has been clearing 
up from the flood of appointments that 
have come recently from the office of 
the governor, there is yet talk of the 
race for governor at the next pri- 
maries, in relation to the attitude that 
former Chief Justice 8. D. Weakley will 
occupy to it. There are astute poll- 
ticilans who think that his refusal of the 
chief justiceship is a certain indication 
that he will run for the highest of- 
fice, and fhere are others, equally as 
astute, who see in it a determination 
to eeek the head of the court by the 
votes of the people only. 

Into this has come another interest- 
ing element. It has been understood 
that Judge J. R. Dowdell, now ochief 
justice, had no intention to make the 
race for another term as associate 
justice. But the report is current that 
he will seek election as chief justice 
two years hence, even though he once 
had an idea of retiring. The judge him- 
self has had nothing to say about it to 
the public, but a number of friends have 
been looking into the situation, and 
seem to certain in the statement 
that he will run for the office the gov- 
ernor has seen fit to honor him with 
Dy appointment. 

Many .appear to see complications in 
this situation. If it is the intention 
of Judge Weakley to make the race for 
the head of the court, the governor has 
put a tenacious obstacle in his way in 
the event of Judge Dowdell aspiring for 
the full term. It is no flattery to say 
that Judge Dowdell is very strong and 
commands a large following. Since 
the retirement of Judge Tyson, as chief 
justice, and from the race for. re- 
election, it has been conceded that Judge 
Weakley can get the place easy if he 
makes the effort. Just how much more 
difficult the entry of Judge Dowdell 
would make it is a matter of conjecture. 

All of which lends color to the belief 
that Judge Weakley, who is regarded 
as second to no man in the State, in 
prospect of political preferment, will 
seek the governorship at the next 
election. He has had nothing to say. 
Men will relate that they know he has 
said that he would not run - for the 
place.

Augusta, Ga., January 13,—(Special.)— 
In Augusta are twogevomen far past the 
century mark. They are Mrs. Margaret 
O’Connor Lombard and Mrs. Nancy Wil- 
liamson. Both are grandmothers, great- 
grandmothers, and the latter has lived 
to see her descendants multiply even to 
the fifth generation. 

Mrs. Lombard is totally blind and 
Mrs. Wiltamson has lost all but an 
echo of her hearing. But both women 
are happy and hale and hearty, and 
both are ready to bid their children 
gsoodby when the angel of death comes 
around on his long-delayed errand. 

Mrs. Lombard was born at Castle 
Magna, County of Cork, Ireland, on Oc- 
tober |, 1807. She was the daughter 
of Timothy O’Connor and Mary Spillane 
O’Connor, being the second of a family 
of nine children. 

Mrs. Williamson was born in Heywood 
county, North Carolina, on Christmas 
eve day, in the year 1800. Of her par- 
ents she rememibers not even their Chris- 
tian names, nor do her children know, 
as “Ma Williamson” came out of the 
mountains while stfll in her ‘teens, and 
has never heard since from a single 
relative left behind. 

Story of Their Lives. 


Under circumstances widely different 
have these two women spent their lives, 
They are of a different race, were 
reared in environments vastly dissimilar, 
and now that they have come down to 
the valley of long shadows, and strange, 
childish fancies, one finds, upon close 
analysis of their character, many a con- 
trast. 

Mrs. Lombard’s people were a sturdy, 
congenial, happy Irish folk. They lived 
well, and in her youth she was given 
fine advantages for a girl of her day. 
She was comely and possessed a charm 
of personality that attracted many 
friends.

Her children were educated 
and their children are people of refine- 
ment.

Carolina. He worked and she worked;

now the old woman’s descendants are 
scattered over three states. 

Mrs, Lombard’s sweetest pleasure. is 
to welcome the visit of a friend. For 
all who come to her home, she has the 
same cordial, hospitable welcome. Her 
mind is not clear at all times, but in 
her more lucid intervals she converses 
interestingly, relating many amusing and 
instructive anecdotes of her earlier life. 
From all her stories she draws a moral, 

“Ma Nancy Williamson’”’ is a woman 
of retiring disposition. Though for the 
most part her life was spent in the so- 
ciety of mill people, jolly, intimate with 
all their acquaintance, she is vigorously 
independent. There still burns in her 
soul the clannish spirit of the moun- 
taineer. Her favorite boast is that “I’ve 
lived here in this house now nigh onto 
fifteen year, and I’ve never tuck a meal 
of vittles at a neighbor’s, nor spent a 
night from home unless it was with 
my children, and I’ve allers been satis- 
fied with what fell to my ‘ot without 
asking them I knew for a helpin’ hand 
in any strait.’’ 

Sings Like a Girl. 


It is good for Mrs. Lombard to know, 
and good to her children that they may 
look back upon her life when she is 
gone, that never an unkind word passed 
her lips about any man or any woman. 
She smiles always, she rebukes harsh 
criticism and rarely complains, She 
sings songs of her girlhood days in Ire- 
land with a voice as clear and musical 
as that of a girl. 

At the age of 10! years she is the cen- 
ter of a devoted and attentive family 
circle, comprising children and grand- 
children, each vieing with one another 
to anticipate and provide for her every 
want—and that is truly the rich reward 
of a life well spent. 

On a northern slope of the Sand Hillis, 
bleak and cold, in a squalid, weather- 
beaten novel of a house, Nancy Wil- 
liamson will spend the winter. There 
is her daughter and a grim, silent son, 


himself aging fast—these and no others 
to cheer the dreary days of her declin- 
ing life.

Some fifty of the friends of Mr. 
Mrs. George B. Hinman gathered at 
their home on Piedmont avenue last 
Thursday evening to listen to a piano 
recital by Mr. Hunter Welsh. The 
lights in the music room were turned 
low; behind the grand piano, which was 
drawn to the middle of the room, banks 
of palms and ferns furnished an at- 
tractive background; in the reception 
hall, where the guests were seated, the 
only light came from the dying embers 
of a fire in the great wood fireplace, and 
from the row of twinkling candles on 
the mantel. Was it this artistic set- 
ting and the sympathetic audience, so 
instinctively felt by an artist, which 
inspired Mr. Welsh to even stirpass his 
usual gelf and play with such power 
and magnetism as to leave his audience 
spellbound at the close of his program? 

Mrs. Hinman herself writes the fol- 
lowing appreciation of the music: 

It began with the mighty organ—toc- 
cata and fugue in D minor of Bach in 
Tousig’s transcription, and continued 
through Mozart's exquisite A major 
Sonata, with its wonderous variations 
and dazzling Turkish March that closes 
it, all played with the delicacy and’ 
gracefulness for which Mr. Welsh has 
already become known. The “Soiree de 
Vienne,”’ with its honest German waltzes 
in Liszt’s’ gay embroidery, carried the 
hsteners into the heart of the Vienese 
Carnival, and by this time the pianist 
and his audience were in full sympathy. 

The Chopin numbers ranged from the 
fury of the Revolutionary Etude to the 
delicious arabesques of the ~ C sharp 
waltz, the tolling bells and the slow- 
marching hosts of the great Funeral 
March. This number deserves more 
than passing mention. Commencing

LIES IN NEGLECTED GRAVE 


By Nathaniel F. Walker. 

Roberta, Ga., February 13.—(Special.) 
In a lonely spot, on a high ridge, over- 
looking the beautiful Flint river, on 
the plantation of my uncle, B. F. Wal- 
ker, in Cfawford county, Georgia, at 
what is known ag Fort Hawkins, the 
Cld Indian agency, surrounded by a 
clump of bushes, a pile of rocks, inter- 
twined with sticks and vines, with a 
single tree for a headpost, is located the 
last resting place of one of the most 
distinguished men of revolutionary 
fame—Colone!]| Benjamin Hawkins, who 
died June (6, I816. 

He was one of the revolutionary 
patriots, than whom none was more de- 
voted to his country. At an advanced 
age, and with a constitution greatly 
impaired, he continued to discharge 
with zeal the important and perplexing 
duties of Indian agent, as well as com- 
missioner, making treaties with a 
Philosophy worthy of all @®@Mse. He 
had relinquished the enjoyment of pol- 
ished society, in which he shone con- 
spicuously, with a sanguine hope of 
cividzing-the Indians. 

As a man of science, he occupied an 
elevated rank. He was appointed to 
the high position that he held by Pres- 
ident Washington from 1789 to 1795. 
He had charge of al) the vast territory 
e0outh of the Ohio river and between the 
Savannah and the Mississippi. 


Native of North Carolina. 


Colonel Hawkins was born in Yates 
county, North Carolina, August 15, 
1754. He acyuired a splendid education 
at Princeton university, and spoke the 
French language fluently. Being with 
Washington at the battle of Monmouth, 
he was retained by him as interpreter, 
end through him all communication 
with the French officers in the Amer- 
ican army was carried on. 

From 178! to 1787 Colonel Hawkins 
Wags a delegate in congress from North 
Carolina, and subsequently United 
States serator from the same state. 

The territony over which he had con- 
tro] as superintendent of Indian affairs 
was occupied by four great tribes—the 
Creeks, Cherokees, Choctaws and 
Chickasaws. Under his care and man- 
agement the southern Indians made 
much progress in civilization. There 
were among the Indians those who 
owned large and well-cultivated farms, 
and some of them had many negro 
slaves. 

He owned a large and well-stocked 
farm in the midst of the Creek nation, 
on which he lived, died and was buried.

Chat-to-hoche—The name of this river 
ts trom Chat-to, a stone, and Hoche, 
inarked or flowered, there being rocks 
of that description in the river. above 
Ho-ith-la-ti-mau. at the old town Chatto- 
no-cire. 

Marriage.—A man who wants a wife 
never applies in person; he sends his 
sister. Mis mother or some other female 
refation., to the temaile relation of the 
woman he names. They consult the 
urethers and uncles on the maternal 
gmidc. and sometimes the tather, but this 
is a compliment only, as his approbation 
Or Oppostion 138 of no avail.

Divorce.—ihis was at 
either of tiie parties; the man may 
marry again aS soon as he will, but she 
is bound till all the HKaos-kKé-tau of that 
year are over, excepting in the cages of 
marriage and parting in the season when 
there is no plainting, or, more properly 
speaking, during the season the man 
resides at the house of the woman and 
has vossession of her, during the con- 
tinuation of the marriage ceremony; in 
that case the woman is equally free to 
connect herself as soon as she pleases. 

Marnrage gave no right to the husband 
over the property of his wife, and when 
they parted she kept the children and 
property belonging to them 

Adulktery.—This was punished by the 
famiiy or trice of the husband. If the 
proof was clear and they determined to 
punish the offenders, they divided and 
proceeded to apprehend them. One-half 
went to the house of the woman, the 
remainder to the family house of the 
aduiterer. they apprehended the of- 
fenders, beaf them severely with sticks 
an dihen cropped them. They cut off the 
Nair of the woman and carried it to the 
square in triumph. rT 
Out one of the offenders and the other 
escaped, they took satisfaction from the 
nearest relation. If both the offenders 
escaped, and the tribe or family return 
home and lay down the sticks, the crime 
was satisfied. There is one family only, 
the ‘Wand’ (Ho-tul-ul-gee), that can 
take up the sticks a second time. This 
crime is satisfied in another way, if the 
parties offending absent themselves till 
the Boos-ke-tau is over. Then all crimes 
are done away except murder. And the 
bare mention of them, or any occur- 
rence which brings them in recollection 
was forbidden.

SINCERE PRAISE FOR WIRZ 
FROM COL. JAS. H. FANNIN 


In view of the calling of special con- 
vention to consider site for the Wirz 
the following article on Cap- 
tain Wirz, from The Savannah Press, 
by one who served with him, will un- 
doubtedly be of wide interest: 

Certainly no better infarmant of the 
true history of AndersonVille can be 
found than Colonel James H. Fannin, 
commander of the First regiment, 
Georgia Reserves, C. S. A., formerly a 
resident of LaGrange, but now living in 
Savannah, who was at one time the 
commandant of the post, and who, from 
1863 to the end of the war, was daily 
in contact with alk that occurred. Col- 
onel Fannin is now living in Savan- 


nah. 

Among other statements made by Col- 
onel Fiannin are the following: 

That Wirz was a brave, conscientious 
officer—gave prisoners every comfort at 
his command—was the rea] martyr of 
Andersonville; saved a Catholic priest of 
Macon, who was locked in prison, and 
received personal thanks of bishop of 
Savannah: fought in last battle of war, 
surrendered 64 men to 3,000; friendship 
of union officer kept him out of chains. 

“I suppose I should know,’’ said Colonel 
Fannin. ‘something about. Andersonville, be- 
cause I was stationed there for some time 
and was commandant of the post. In July, 
1863, the First Georgia reserves were organ- 
ized and mustered into service in Atlanta. 
Immediately upon assuming the command of 
the reciment I was ordered to Andersonville. 
Upon our arrival there I found the post in 
command of Lieutenant Colonel Aleck Per- 
sons, and as my rank was the senior of his 
' the command naturally fell to me. 

“Captain Henry Wirz was then in com- 
mand of the interior of the prison, which 
position was entirely a separate comman$ 
from that of the post. Within the prison, oF 
stockade as it was called, were twelve to 
fifteen thousand prisoners of war, and over 
these Captain Wirz had full control. 

“The arrangement that Wirz had made for 
the care of the prisoners was an excellent 
one. He «first of all selected 200 of the men 
from the total number who were to servé 
thereafter as cooks for all of them, and these 
cooks were quartered ip a place separate 
from the remainder. This. prevented any 
suspicion @n @ie part of the men as to any 
improper preparation of their food, and to 
me was a kindly act, though at the same 
time a necessary one, 

“The prisoners were made into 
100 each and one cook looked out 
number. What food there was to serve the 
men was. of course, all that the fortunes 
of war would allow. The confederate govern- 
ment had so little to give that sometimes the 
men were compelled to suffer greatly. Wirz, 
however, had nothing to do with that. He 
made his requisitions upon the commissary 
department, which was a separate command 
over which he had no control, and when the 
rations were there and were given out they 
went to the 200 vankee cooks, who served 
them to the prisoners.

Got Provisions. 


‘Sometimes provisions would be 
to Andersonville from the north 
handling of such shipments received 
unselfish direction from Wirz. The, 
always shipped to him personaliy and 
one cracker or even the smallest bit of 
cheese went to any save the prisoners. A con- 
federate had no more expectancy of getting 
any of these provisions than he did that 
Wirz should ever be executed for cruelty. 
The strict regard of the man for what was 
right and just was one of his characteristics. 

‘The matter of fuel was at times a most 
troublesome thing and enough wood could 
not be procured to build fires to warm the 
prisoners. The confederacy did not have 
wagons or men and the prisoners themselves 
could not be allowed to go upon parol to 
collect fagots.{ So as many of our men as 
could be spared were placed as guards over

some of the prisoners and in this way these 
gathered the wood from: the neighborhood. 
The post at that time covered ten or eleven 
acres, and to alleviate the suffering it was 
increased to seventeen acres upon the sug- 
gestion and recommendation of Wirz. Even 
then the trouble was not ended, because ar 
one time there were as many as 45,000 men 
in the stockade 


Wanted to Exchange Prisoners, 


“Wirz was continually making an effort 
for an exchange of prisoners in order to help 
the unfortunate state of affairs, but the 
United States turned a deaf ear to all over- 
tures and no exchanges were made. The 
blame for the hardships which followed the 
confinement of the men' was traceable to 
their own government and not to any one 
man. Wirz did not oppress. He had to 
maintain the strict rules applicable to pris- 
oners of war, because with 15,000 men to 
handle and the large number of desperate 
men within their ranks it was far too dan- 
serous to adopt any other course. What 
liberties he could grant he did and what tn- 
fractions were made had to be punished. 

“There was no cruelty nor any exercise of 
authority merely because he had authority. 
In fact, Wirz was called upon on manv oc- 
casions to protect the prisoners themselves 
and received their warm thanks for his de- 
cided stand in their aid. I remember Ats- 
tinctly one event which I 
gotten, and now that so much has 
said, think of the eminent justice of 
Wirz was informed by the prisoners that 
there were many within their ranks who 
would upon the slightest pretext commit 
murder or robbery or any other despicable 
deed, and from these men sought his pro- 
tection. 

“My own personal! 
leaves no doubt in my mind that he was 
sacrificed to meet the insistent demands of a 
ciass of pecple at the north who demanded his 
life to sattefy their revengeful spirit. I was 
Summoned and appeared as a witness at the 
trial of Wirz and in Washington can be 
found today the testimony I gave in hig de- 
fense. | saw at a glance the feeling under- 
lying the prosecution, and although I did not 
dream that his life would be taken, I @felt 
that something dreadful would be ,hie fate. 
Everyone admired the sublime céurage of 
the man, his fine dignity and refusal to 
shift any blame upon others, and I have 
often wondered that his persecutors could 
not have the magnan!imity to egrant him 
at least some degree of® consideration for 
these qualities.’
